Prolonged cheering followed praise 


of President Wilson by Lee. 
"It took more courage for him to 


write across The front pages of the 
newspapers of this country that he 
was for an 8-hour work day than it 
would have taken for him to have 
written that this country was at war 
with Mexico," he said. "Our princi- 
pal object now is to help the president 
and the men in both branches of con- 
gress to make good their promises to 
us. I believe they will do it." 


Failure of the brotherhoods and the 


federation to affiliate before now has 
not been wholly the fault of 
either 


side, he said. He declared that invi- 
tations had come to the brotherhoods 
to appear before the federation meet- 
ings but thy had not been accepted.

outlined the department's scheme for 
storing in navy yards guns and am- 
munition with which to equip mer- 
chant steamers as naval auxiliaries in 
time of war. 
More than $3,000,000 for the pur- 


chase of guns and mountings for this 
purpose was provided last year. _and 
this year the department seeks $1,500,- 
000 for ammunition. The departmen 
has also recommended the installatiot 
of anti-aircraft guns at

BROCKTON. Nov. 21.—Michael De- 


PasquaJe of 74 Lawrence street startled 
residents of this no-license city yes- 
terday when he declared that the Ital- 
ian voters of the city had pledged them- 
selves to Tot« for license at the coming: 
municipal election, because they felt 
that no more liquor could be sold in 
Brockton under a license regime than 
was dispensed at present, and that the 


city would derive a considerable in* 
come from licensed saloons. 


"Liauor comes into this city in aston- 


ishingly large quantities ever day and 
is sold by kitchen bar rooms and drug 
stores," says the statement prepared

are much higher than in Boston. The 
fact that the law has been flagrantly 
violated ever since it went into effect 
is generally knoxvn. If the city should 
go license this year it would drive out 
the lawless system and give the city 
the-.benent fees from 62 saloons so 
we would have more money for schools, 
streets and sidewalks.

PROFESSIONALS YritiL BE ALLOWED 


TO ACT IN COUNCILS OF THE UN- 


ION 
NEW YORK, Nov 21.—Because the 


knowledge they possess is needed to 
promote the" best interest of the Am- 
ateur Athletic union, professionals will 
be allowed to act in the councils of the 
union. This action was taken after a 
stormy session, which marked the close 
of the organization's annual meeting 
late last night. 


The convention by a large majority 


rejected two of the most 
important 


proposals of the revised 
constitution 


presented for adoption. 
One was the 


clause which would have kept out of 
| the legislative affairs of the union a 
' man who could not be an amateur in 
! every sense of the word. 
Another was 


j the proposed regulation which would 
! have denied women swimmers the rig-ht 


j to register with the union, a privilege 
pranted them at the annual meeting 
two years ago. 


Virtually all the other features of the 


new code were adopted. These include 


I the new definition o f , an amateur, 
the 


acts of debarment which would bar 
every athlete who, in any way infringes 
the prescribed regulations: the pardon- 
ing power which invests the board of 
governors with authority to reinstate 
debarred athletes after they have suf- 
fered the prescribed penance; and the 


i penalties for violations of all the 
en- 


umerated acts which 
include 
fraud, 


j -apiralization of athletic fame, coach- 
ing and competing for money. 


The amendment relating to women 


swimmers, as adopted reads: 


"Registration 
shall be granted

Children, Vineland, N. J.,

speaker at the meeting of the Middle- 
sex Women's club, 
yesterday after- 


noon. His subject was "The 
Newest 


Problem is Education," and he han- 
dled it from the point of view of the 
expert who believes that a great need 
remains to be met in the handling of 
defective children so that they may be 
made useful members of society in- 
stead of a future menace to the coun- 
try 
The study of the feeble minded, 


he said, shows many important things 
in relation to the normal child. The 
talk was illustrated by charts showing 
brain 
development, etc. He said, in 


part: 
"We have practically 
gone 
about 


our 
work of training 
children, as 


though they were all alike, except in- 
sofar as they have had different treat- 
ment. It is as if a 
wagon 
maker 


should say, 'All wood 
is wood, 
and 


all that is necessary is that I have 
wood.' We kncjw that he has to se- 
lect with very great care. Does any- 
one think, upon taking thought, that 
the human mind is any less variable 
in its capacities than 
wood? It 
is 


vastly more variable. We range all 
the way from the dull to the genius. 
We are not particularly conscious of 
our station, 
fortunately. 
The 
feeble 


minded child is no more conscious or 
worried about his feeble mindedness 
than I am about mine. We have our 
work to do, we are doing it to the 
best of our ability, and we are satis- 
fied with that. It Is exactly that way 
with the feeble minded in our insti- 
tutions. 
"We are 
c.oming to believe that 


there are people who have stopped in 
their intellectual growth, and there is 
no use trying to bring them up to a 
higher standard. 
That is contrary to 


our practice, yet it is not new. 
We 


are constnr.tly saying of people that 
they do not exercise good judgment. 
The mistake that we have made is in 
thinking, in a large percentage of the 
cases at least, that the fact that peo- 
ple lack good judgment, good sense, 
is due tn their environment. We have 
too long held the teacher responsible 
in these cases. 
Science hap 
never 


discovered a way to brine these chil- 
dren up to the normal standard. We 
have tn confess t h a t there are intellec- 
tual levels, and our problem in educa- 
tion is to adapt our teaching to that 
level. 
"I do not know that we are 
any 


nearer today tn solving the problem 
of the. relative importance, of heredity 
and environment. tllau wc nave pvor 
bo.en before. 
In this matter of intel- 


lectual levels the thing that we em- 
phasize is that there is a 
hereditary 


tendency. There ir. a Ir-veling down, 
so that you get a human being who is 
below tlV- normal a verarr'?.

munition he said the cost or projec- 
tiles and other ordnance material had 
increased that much since 
congress 


provided $13.000,000 for the 
purpose 


last year. Prices of smaller shells, he 
said, were going down, indicating a 
decreasing demand from Europe; but 
large shells of the 14 -calibre used by 
the navy showed a 20 per cent in- 
crease over last year's quotations. 


At another point Admiral 
Strauss 


outlined the department's scheme for 
storing in navy yards guns and am- 
munition with which to equip mer- 
chant steamers as naval auxiliaries in 
time of war. 
More than JS.000,000 for the pur- 


chase of guns and mountings for this 
purpose was provided last year, and 
this year the department seeks $1,500,- 
000 for ammunition. The department 
has also recommended the Installation 
of anti-aircraft guns at 
naval 
sta- 


tions. magazines and radio stations, 
the. pending estimates providing Jl.- 
000.000 for this purpose. 
Admiral Strauss said the naval gun 


factory was now producing torpedoes. 
the first deliveries, however, exceed- 
ing in cost the prices quoted by pri- 
vate manufacturers, it is expected that 
the. 
factory will get its costs consider- 


ably belc.w the commercial rate with 
its next delivery. At present the cost 
of manufacture exceeds quotations by
